The New Jersey Conservation 
Department has directed water 
suppliers to report to state 
agencies every other day on the 
water supply so that state can 
take emergency action when 
warranted.

Many Pennsylvania farm ers 
are trucking water for live­ 
stock and for winter wheat. 
Forty-eight forest fires broke 
out in Pennsylvania Wednesday, 
destroying 575 acres. 
Farm ers in the Midwest, who 
stand to lose about $100 million 
from expected income, gazed on 
bone dry fields. 
More than 4 ,5 0 0 acres of brush 
and timber have been scorched 
in the past two days in Indiana, 
where the last rain was Oct. 18. 
The state is 4.46 inches below 
last year's rainfall. 
Illinois struggled through one 
of it's most disastrous autumns 
in history. Wheat was stunted, 
and the southern half of the 
state fought hundreds of brush 
and forest fires. Southern Illi­ 
nois has gone 45 consecutive 
days without rain, a record. 
Heavy rains struck virtually 
all of Wisconsin Thursday ac­ 
companied by wind gusts up to 
58 m.p.h. 
Oregon was soaked by torren­ 
tial rainstorm s and mountain 
areas were coated with snow. In 
Colorado, ski operators were 
elated by a two-day snowstorm 
that measured up to a foot.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican Ecumenical Council is 
expected to vote approval next 
week of revised declarations on 
the Jews and religious freedom, 
but the declarations probably 
will not be promulgated as 
council decrees before the next 
session, in 1965 or 1966. 
Both documents were heated­ 
ly debated in the current council 
session, which ends Nov. 21. 
They are expected to have a 
major effect on the Roman 
Catholic 
Church's 
relations 
with other Christians and non- 
Christians. 
A council spokesman 
said 
Thursday the documents 
had 
been revised and that the dec­ 
laration on the Jews had been 
strengthened to absolve Jews of 
any implication of deicide in 
Christ's Crucifixion. 
"I think it is much stronger 
than even the first draft two 
years ago," said a member of 
the Vatican's Christian Unity 
Secretariat, which drafted both 


declarations. 
as introduced, the declaration 
on Jews said all mankind, not 
Jews alone, shared blame for

Crucifixion. This phrase 
was omitted in a revision ear­ 
lier this year which said: "All 
should be careful not to attri­ 
bute to the Jew of our time 
what was committed during the 
Passion of C hrist.'1 
Several cardinals, including 
three from the United States, 
assailed the ommission in de­ 
bate last September and urged 
that the original wording be re­ 
stored.

Just wh at th is 
particular item o f info rmatio n 
wo uld mean to so meo ne wh o is 
no t a petro leum engineer is 
do ubtful. 
But th e co mpany h ad placed 
th e info rmatio n elsewh ere o n 
th e can, and th is disturbed th e 
FTC bo y s. 
“ Th e fact,” wro te th e Co m­ 
missio n, “th at so me members 
o f th e public wo uld be suf­ 
ficiently curio us to pick up th e 
can and turn to th e descriptive 
material o n th e back o r sides 
o f respo ndent’s co ntainer do es 
no t vitiate th e fact th at many 
members o f th e public wo uld 
no t be po ssessed o f an inquiring 
nature.” 
In o th er wo rds, wh at th e FTC 
is undertaking to pro tect 
us 
fro m th ese day s is o ur o wn 
lack o f curio sity and o ur o wn 
indifference. 
Even so , it is suppo sing th at 
th e very public wh ich is so in­ 
different abo ut th e o il it buy s 
h as studied all abo ut th e tech ­ 
nical specificatio ns o f lubri­ 
cants. Ho w else co uld th e buy er 
evaluate th e info rmatio n th e 
FTC desires to h ave o n th e 
fro nt o f th e cans? 
Th e 
Co mmissio n th o ugh t o f 
nearly every th ing else, th o ugh . 
It so lemnly co nceded th at so me 
o f th e serv ice statio n attendants 
stacking th e o il can display s 
migh t be so careless as to turn 
th e cans so th e passerby co uld 
read th e backs and sides. 
But it assumed th at wh ile th e 
public is so rt o f slo ppy , th e 
serv ice statio n 
attendant is 
likely to be real neat.

BATHING THE NEWBORN— 
By Kenneth S. Shepard, M. D. 
When a mother asks me how to 
bathe her newborn baby, here’s 
what I tell her; 
The 
bathroom 
temperature 
should be around 75 to 85 de­ 
grees F. The water tempera­ 
ture should to 95 to 100 de­ 
grees F. or a temperature at 
which the immersed elbow feels 
no change. 
Soap - and - water sponge 
bathing may be at once. Baby 
castile and some mild or medi­ 
cated soaps are satisfactory. 
Dip - bathing 
may to started 
after the cord has fallen off 
and, in case of a boy, the 
circumcision has healed. 
The cord base and the dry 
cord should to splashed with 
rubbing alcohol when the diaper 
is changed. Every effort should 
be made to keep the cord dry 
an 
exposed. 
I do not rec­ 
ommend pads and tollybind- 
ers. 
Most often when the mother 
gets the baby boy home there 
is a 
petroleum jelly - im­ 
pregnated guaze strip wrapped 
around the circumsciion. This 
is to be removed and discarded. 
Apply a liberal amount of pe­ 
troleum jelly to the circum­ 
cision but do not wrap guaze 
around the end. Frequently the 
petroleum 
jelly 
evaporates, 
leaving the guaze sticking to 
the healing tissues. 
SPONGE BATH — Apply soap 
to the entire front of the body, 
except the face, and remove it 
by sponging. Turn the baby 
over and soap the entire back 
of the tody. Remove the soap 
thoroughly, especially from the 
creases and the scalp. Wash the 
face with clear water. Wipe the 
skin dry and apply olive or 
mineral oil to abnormally dry 
or scaly areas. 
TUB BATH — May be given 
after the cord has dried and fal­ 
len off and the circumcision 
has healed. Apply soap to entire 
body, except the face. Put baby 
in a tub, basin or bathinette 
and remove the soap thoroughly. 
Hold baby firmly as his skin is 
slippery when soaped. Wipe him 
dry. Apply alcohol to navel after 
bath for first week of tub bath­ 
ing. 
Do not use applicators in ears, 
nose or mouth. Foreign ma­ 
terial that cannot be reached 
by 
a twist of cotton or by a 
cloth on the finger should be 
left alone. Wash eyes with plain 
water and a soft cotton ball. 
Splash from outside of eye to­ 
ward the inside or nasal corner. 
After bathing, rinsing and pat­ 
ting dry, dust the body with 
corn starch. M a n y powders have 
a tendency to dry babys skin 
and should to avoided during the 
first month. After the first 
month, powder may to used 
freely.

The uneducated or untrained 
make up the bulk of the un­ 
employed and we are sure that 
this is no surprise to anyone. 
Seymour Wolfbein, Director of 
Manpower and Automation Re­ 
search at the Department of 
Labor, said that of every three 
unemployed persons one never 
went beyond grade school and 
that two of the three did not 
graduate from high school. 
“ This is the impact of automa­ 
tion and technological change 
on the job market,” Mr. Wolf­ 
bein stated.

COMMUNISM UNHINDERED 
Fourteen years ago Congress 
passed a law 
requiring 
the 
officers of the Communist Party 
to register and to make known 
their members, their finances 
and other relevant m atters. The 
officers of the Communist Party 
were convicted for failure to 
register as a subversive orga­ 
nization. 
An Appellate Court 
reversed this conviction and 
ruled that the officers of the 
Communist Party would not be 
required 
to 
register 
in 
accordance with the law of Con­ 
gress. 
The Supreme Court 
has recently refused to review 
the decision of the Appellate 
Court. 
The effect is to nullify 
the law of Congress and to allow 
the 
subversive 
Communist 
Party to avoid registration and 
all penalty for refusing to com­ 
ply with the act of Congress. 
In its appeal to the Supreme 
Court to reverse the Appellate 
Court the Justice Department 
said the decision of the latter 
would “ seriously handicap” the 
enforcement of the Subversive 
Activities Control Act of 1950. 
As usual the Supreme 
Court 
gives no reason for its decision 
allowing the officers of 
the 
Communist Party to go scot - 
free. 
Gus Hall, longtime leader of 
the 
Communist 
Party, 
has 
declared that the Supreme Court 
has opened the way for 
the 
Communist Party to resume its 
political activity and that the 
Supreme Court decision was 
“ a major victory for 
the 
constitutional liberties of all 
the American people . . . ” 


And so, the enemies of oar 
country 
who have sworn to 
destroy us are to be allowed 
to function freely among us in 
working toward that end. The 
policy of being soft on com­ 
munism continues to rule in the 
high echelons in Washington. 
In this connection a 
letter 
just received from the Citizens 
Committee to Preserve Amer­ 
ican Freedoms is worthy of 
note. It appeals for generous 
contributions to work toward the 
repeal of the House unAmerican 
Activities Committee.

Summer comes to Memphis 
almost every year. In the first 
decade of this century, it al­ 
ways brought with it a lot of 
wagons. 
On the 
residential 
stree ts, 
(without today's governmental 
restrictions) there were wagons 
selling a great variety of food­ 
stuffs --fre sh vegetables, pine­ 
apples, grapes, alm ost anything 
a 
healthy 
appetite 
could 
demand. 
They 
were 
well 
patronized, too; for the vege­ 
tables were the freshest obtain­ 
able; the stores had not yet 
been educated 
into 
offering 
"foreign” grown produce ahead 
of the local grow ers. 
To the juvenile contingent of 
the city, one of the most in ter­ 
esting wagons was the one offer­ 
ing watermelons. 
It was dif­ 
ficult for a waterm elon wagon to 
go very far without being trailed 
by a crowd of boys --especially 
if one in the crowd had am assed 
a nickle. 
For at some period 
in the day's trading the w ater­ 
melon wagon man would usually 
break down and part with one 
of his sm allest sam ples for 
five cents. 
Even a nickle would fill a lot 
of young stom achs. 
And it 
seem s today that the size would 
equal one costing 10 tim es as 
much now. 
King of the roadways was, of 
course, the ice wagon. 
Being 
a "reg u lar,” it outdrew even 
the watermelon wagon in youth­ 
ful sum m er following. 
To start with, there were two 
fine mules. Then the vehicle 
itself -- a heavy van-like affair 
loaded to the guards with long 
cakes of ice under tarpaulins, 
back of the wide d river’s seat;

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McNamara Tongue Slip

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
apparent slip of the tongue by 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara shows how difficult 
it is to maintain an official line 
at all times when the realities 
clash with that line. 
“ We have no plans at present 
to send further combat units to 
South Viet Nam,” McNamara 
told newsmen in Texas after 
conferring with President John» 
son about the budget and other 
matters. 
It was McNamara's use of the 
word “further” that brought 
reporters up short. That word 
suggests the United States al­ 
ready has combat units in South 
Viet Nam. 
The official transcript of Mc­ 
Namara's comments Tuesday 
did not include the word “fur­ 
ther.” Newsmen who heard the 
word at the time and checked 
on the deletion said the omis­ 
sion appeared to be inadvertent. 
A tape recording shows that the 
word was used. 
Neither McNamara nor any 
other responsible UJS. official 
ever has said that any of the 20,- 
000 or so American military 
men in South Viet Nam are 
there to fight. 
The official position — from 
which McNamara never before 
has deviated — holds that the 
considerable American force 
has the mission of advising and 
helping the South Vietnamese to 
fight for their own independence 
and freedom. 
McNamara gave a succinct 
summation of the UJS. policy 
line last Sept. 30 during a televi­ 
sion interview. 
“ It's their war; they must win 
it. Tftey must fight it, and only 
they can win it,” McNamara 
said. 
“ We are providing logistical 
support, military advice, trans­ 
port assistance. We are not 
carrying on the battle our­ 
selves. We cannot stand in their 
place and fight the Communists 
within the borders of their coun­ 
try.” 
The U*S. government has held 
to this stand in the face of clear 
evidence that UJS. Army heli­ 
copters equipped with rockets 
and 
machine 
guns 
have 
mounted attack after attack 
against Communist guerrillas. 
This government has contin­ 
ued to insist that many of the 
bombing and napalm assaults 
by U£. planes against Red Viet 
Cong positions and hideouts are 
training flights for South Viet­ 
namese air force men who go 
along on such missions. 
Questions could be raised 
about the role of the B57 me­ 
dium jet bombers and the inter­ 
ceptor jets sent into South Viet 


Nam after the Gulf of Tonkin 
incidents in early August, but 
these are intended for use 
either against targets in North 
Viet Nam or to defend South Viet 
Nam from outside air attack 
rather than as part of the anti- 
guerrila war inside the coun­ 
try.A case perhaps can be made 
that American Army men and 
Marines who are attached to 
Vietnamese ground units are 
truly advisers and only inci­ 
dentally to that function do they 
get into shooting scraps. To 
many Americans, watching the 
U £. casualty list mount above 
1,600 dead, wounded and miss­ 
ing since January 1961, the dis­ 
tinction between combat and 
advisory duty may be hard to 
£LCC6pt* 
Why does the U2>. govern­ 
ment draw such a distinction? 
Several reasons are suggested: 
—If the United States ac­ 
knowledged it was fighting in 
South Viet Nam, Communist 
China might be impelled to en­ 
ter the war. 
—As long as UJS. might has 
not officially beencommittedas 
such, any defeat that may result 
in this war could be charged off 
as a South Vietnamese defeat, 
not American. 
—The outright commitment of 
U £. fighting men in combat 
formations might cause reper­ 
cussions in Congress and among 
the American people.

The critics 
call it “ A New Kind Of Poetry 
On Paper.” 
There Is this artist someone 
discovered here (they are find­ 
ing them every day in attics 
and basements) and a group of 
enthusiasts got together some 
of his devices for one man show. 
This was not like the old One 
Man Bands we had where a 
fellow played a harmonica,

The musician 
demonstrated he could play any 
tune on any instrument and 
then passed the hat.

Truman to 
Make Debut 
As TV Star

NEW YORK (AP) — A pep­ 
pery 80-year-old who has often 
appeared on television is mak­ 
ing his formal debut this week 
as a television star. He Is Hhrry 
S. Truman, former president of 
the United States, and the name 
of his series Is "Decision: The 
Conflicts of Harry S.Truman.” 
Twenty-six shows have already 
been completed.

The Truman series has been a 
long time in the making. The 
former president originally en­ 
tered into an agreement with 
producer 
David Susskind to 
make 13 one-hour shows for net­ 
work 
broadcast. 
Two were 
matte and shown to the net­ 
works, which were not interest­ 
ed. 
Ben Gradus, producer of the 
new shows, said the pilot films 
were made without strong docu­ 
mentation and amounted to a 
eulogy of Truman. Besides, 
ABC had been disappointed by 
the low audience ratings of its 
fine series on Winston Church­ 
ill. 
Truman, however, wanted a 
television series and ultimately 
the rights were aquired by 
Screen Gems. Gradus was as­ 
signed to produce the series. 
“ Mr. Truman had the final 
say — but I don't think he made 
more than five minor changes 
in the scripts,” Gradus said. 
“ His own book, of course, was 
the base of our research.” 
NBC's “ Bonanza” continues 
to lead the pack in the latest 
Nielsen ratings, the industry's 
own yardstick of popularity.

After twenty-three vears in 
the 
parish ministry, I would 
like to stop conducting pagan 
funerals. This decision has not 
been easy, but I am certain 
that it is the result of prodding 
by the Holy Spirit of God as He 
has led me to see that 1 have 
been very wrong in following 
cultural p ractices. 


I have tound three (3) reasons 
that are making it impossible 
tor me to continue my previous 
practices with good faith. 
F irst, Jesu s Christ, our Lord 
and Savior, never hesitated to 
break cultural tradition in or­ 
der to bring the power oi God 
into lJeopJe*« lives. 
Second, 
the 
comfort Jesu s 
Christ 
gave 
at the 
time ol 
death was the strength and en­ 
couragement oi the assurance 
of the resurrection. 
Third, in the midst of this as­ 
surance, tlie people responded 
in praise to God’.” Therefore, 


I am realizing that my desire 
to stop tlie pagan funeral is un­ 
avoidable. 
If 1 continue to make tht> Chris­ 
tian faith a mockery through the 
way I bow to social tradition 
and death in conducting funerals 
-•then I will have to f ive up 
preaching the glorious Resur­ 
rection. I could not do this with­ 
out denying the Christian faith, 
so. . .Jam choosing to go against 
the cultural grain” 
Having expressed my desire 
and conviction— I am now going 
to my Methodist congregation, 
and in this sermon, I am out­ 
lining my 
pastoral 
recom ­ 
mendations 
for the Christian 
conduct of funerals. These are 
my recommendations: 
YVhenever possible, 
the Min­ 
ister should lie called before 
death occurs, so that he may 
have prayers with the dying and 
the family and so that he may 
adm inister Holy Communion if 
desired. 
When we keep the nearness of 
death a secret from those dying 
we reveal our fear of death. 
We do not want to give this 
news to the dying because we 
do not want to hear it our­ 
selves. 
But to withhold such 
information may keep the dying 
from preparing for death. Pro­ 
visions need to tie made lor an 
orderly and charitable disixisal 
of earthly goods. Forgiveness oi 
[ 
sins needs 
to be 
received. 
Those who 
have offended him 
I 
need to lie forgiven. The as- 
I 
surance of the gift of eternal 
life in Jesu s Christ should be 
heard and believed. 
The Pastor should be called 
lie fore death so that spiritual

preparation for death can be 
made, and so that the Pastor 
can begin helping the family 
through the experience which is 
about to come. 
The death of a member of the 
Church should lie reported im­ 
mediately to the Pastor, and 
no arrangements tor the burial 
should be made without consult­ 
ing him. 
In four out of every five funer­ 
als I have had, I have been called 
by the funeral director. When 
this is the case, it is too late 
for the Pastor to aid or counsel 
in 
arranging for a Christian 
funeral or even to give spiritual 
support in the time of greatest 
tension and confusion. 
Often, the parishioner is think­ 
ing of the inconvenience that 
might be 
caused the Pastor. 
However, regardless of any in­ 
convenience to the M inister, he 
should lie called immediately 
when death occurs that the might 
come and serve. 
The 
funeral of 
a baptized 
Christian should lie held, when­ 
ever possible, in the church 
sanctuary. 
In 
time 
of grief, when the 
strength and support that is 
needed can come only from the 
Christian faith, a secular fun­ 
eral 
parlor 
is totally 
inade­ 
quate. Christian support can be 
received best in the sanctuary 
of the church where the Gospel 
is normally proclaimed, where 
the symbols oi the faith make 
this faith more vivid, and where, 
Sunday after Sunday, this faith 
is going to be renewed as grief 
is overcome. 
If we are to have Christian 
funerals again, it will tie neces­ 
sary’ to have the funerals in the 
church where the Pastor is not 
at the mercy of m orticians who 
do not understand the Christian 
doctrines of life, death, resur­ 
rection, and eternal life. 
But, burial from the church is 
for every baptized Christian, 
not merely “ members in good 
standing.” 
We are saved by 
Grace, not by goodness, and in 
baptism we have received the 
benefits of the work of Jesus 
Christ, the Holy Spirit, even if 
our lives have failed to demon­ 
strate this. The funeral is not 
a place for the pastor to judge 
tietween the good and the bad, 
the worthy and the unworthy. 
Rather, this is the time when 
the full gift 
of God In Christ 
to sinners is proclaimed and the 
promise of eternal life to re­ 
pentant sinners is made clear!!! 
Christians do not show anv dis­ 
respect 
for 
the departed by 
keeping funeral expenses to a 
minimum. 
One of the subtle and evil in­ 
sinuations of some funeral di­ 
rectors is that those in grief 
must provide “ the very best” 
for 
the 
deceased, “ the very 
best“ being the expensive fun­ 
eral. These funeral directors 
imply that an expensive funeral 
shows love while the lack of 
expense shows disrespect for 
the dead. 
Because none of us has lived 
as he should and has not al­ 
ways 
had the 
relations with 
others he would like to have 
had, tlie re is usually guilt in­ 
volved in grief. Therefore, we 
are oi>en to the suggestion to 
spend more on the funeral than 
we can afford under the guise 
of “ doing something” to make 
up for guilt. But guilt cannot 
be released in this way, for 
we can do nothing for the de­ 
ceased. 
Money is for the living, and 
any undue expense at this time 
is not keeping with Christian 
humility, charity, and steward­ 
ship. Only the minimum cost 
funeral of dignity and simplicity 
is to be recommended to Chris­ 
tians, and to have such a funeral 
for our loved ones is not a sign 
of disrespect. 
The funeral service itself, in 
which the congregation partici­ 
pates, should lie a service of 
praise and thanksgiving to God, 
for gifts of life, eternal life, 
and 
His abiding presence in 
time of grief. 
The Christian funeral is a se r­ 
vice of worship, a service of 
praise and thanksgiving for the 
life in which we have shared, 
for the gift of fellowship with 
God after death has ended this 
life, and for the abiding pres­ 
ence of the Holy Spirit, who 
holds us up in time of need. 
All attending the funeral join 
in worship as a response to 
God’s love, and in doing so sup­ 
port those who grieve. 
The casket should be closed 
tie fore the funeral service and 
should not be opened again. Any 
emphasis upon the display of 
the bodily remains should be 
discouraged. 
Present 
funeral 
practices 
place a great deal of emphasis 
upon the bodily rem ains. The 
, casket is often opened during 


the service. It is set broadside 
to the congregation so that it 
becomes the focal point of at­ 
tention. 
There 
is a dreadful 
viewing procession 
following 
the service in which those who 
have come to funeral are com­ 
pelled by public pressure to go 
lorward to view the body. Some 
persons 
even feel 
a social 
obligation to sit with the body 
at the mortuary. 
Such practices have no place 
in 
the Christian funeral for 
there is little, if any, positive 
value here for the mourners. 
At most, it is a pagan bowing 
down before death’.!! 


la the Christian burial se r­ 
vice, God, not a dead body is the 
center of worship!’! Therefore, 
the 
casket should 
be closed 
before the service begins and 
not opened again!” During the 
serv ice, it should be placedbe- 
fore the chancel steps, facing 
the altar, the symbolic center 
of the presence of Jesu s Christ, 
the Holy Spirit. We have not 
come to pay our last respects 
to the dead. We have come to 
worship God” ! 
The casket should t>e covered 
with an appropriate pall, which 
may be provided by the con­ 
gregation, so that no importance 
is given to the cost of the casket. 
The 
large 
expense of any 
funeral is the casket, and too 
often some funeral directors, 
forgetting the real purpose of 
burial, exert subtle pressure 
upon the family to buy a “ nice” 
casket, that 
is, an expensive 
one. The result is that these 
ftineral directors make more 
money, and the casket becomes 
a status symbol. 
Status symbols have no place 
In the 
Christian burial s e r­ 
vice! ” God has no favorites in 
life or death. We all are equal 
before 
God. 
Every Christian 
funeral should, therefore, be the 
sam e!!! 
This can be accomplished par­ 
tially by covering 
the casket 
with a pall. The word “ pall” 
may seem strange to us, for 
even though we speak freely of 
‘ •pallbearers” , we do not know 
what the pall is. The pall is a 
large 
cloth 
covering for the 
casket, usually purple in color, 
though sometimes black. Most 
often it carries the symbol of 
the cross or a monogram of 
Christ. 
The pall serves two 
purposes. It covers the casket 
with the symbol of Christ, in 
the same way that a soldier’ s 
casket is covered with a Hag 
of his country. And it removes 
the show of expense and “ im­ 
portance” 
from 
the casket, 
thereby becoming a visual sym­ 
bol that “ God has no favorites .” 
The Church should not be elab­ 
orately 
decorated 
with flow­ 
e r s ” : The flower is a symbol 
of 
the 
Resurrection and is, 
therefore, appropriate to the 
funeral service — if properly 
used! However, the common use 
of flowers at funerals today is 
not 
appropriate 
to Christian 
worship. They serve as decora­ 
tion; they stand as status sym­ 
bols (an aboundance of flow­ 
e rs signifying a “ big” funer­ 
al); They even serve as a sub­ 
stitute for those who want to 
express concern but do not 
attend the funeral. 
To correct these abuses, let 
us limit the use of flowers to 
those on the altar as a symbol 
of the Resurrection of Christ. 
These might be furnished by 
the family as an added expres­ 
sion of their faith. 
Any other 
flowers that are 
sent can l»e placed in the nar- 
thex where they can be seen 
and yet where they do not in­ 
terfere with the service. 
In place of flowers, friends 
of the departed might contribute 
money as a memorial fund for 
a 
religious 
or 
charitable 
purpose. 
This practice is gaining a c­ 
ceptance and it should be en­ 
couraged. A n abundance of flow­ 
e rs does not add to the Chris­ 
tian significance of the funeral, 
floral displays stand as status 
symbols, and contrary to ad­ 
vertising, this is not the best 
way to show concern. Often the 
present use of flowers is poor 
stewardship of our possessions. 
Gifts from friends might be 
money 
gifts 
to a memorial 


...to find out 
how much you 
may save on 
car insurance 


chosen 
by 
the family. 
The 
memorial could be a church 
fund for the purchase of land, 
buildings, or equipment, 
for 
mission 
support, or for a 
scholarship. Or the memorial 
might be for a charitable or­ 
ganization. 
No additional 
service of a 
civic, 
military, 
or 
fraternal 
nature should be held after or 
in conjunction with the church 
services. Any such ceremonies 
should be held before the church 
service. 
For the Christian, the Church 
has the last word in time of 
death, for only the Church has 
the message of the conquests of 
death in the Resurrection 
of 
Christ. 
If the additional services are 
secular in nature, they have no 
place in Chrisitan burial. And 
if such services are religious, 
or 
sem ireligious, there is a 
conflict which needs 
to 
be 
worked out before death, for no 
man can serve two m asters. 
If other services are held, they 
should be held be fore the church 
service, and the Pastor should 
not be expected to be present 
at them or participate in them. 
No clergyman should receive 
any fee for his ministering to 
the bereaved. Though most Pas­ 
tors receive payment for con­ 
ducting funerals, this practice 
should be discontinued. To re ­ 
ceive payment from those in 
his congregation is to receive 
pay for services he is called to 
render freely to his people. If 
the family is outside his con­ 
gregation, 
he 
should 
serve 
freely to bear witness that the 
grace of God is free, that the 
blessings, prom ises, and s e r­ 
vices of the Church cannot be 
bought, and that we stand ready 
to serve in C h rist's name sim ­ 
ply because we are Christ’s 
servants. 
These suggestions will not be 
pleasing to all. S o m e will object 
because 
these 
changes go 
against established customs of 
our society. But, it is a denial 
of Christ to preach the Resur­ 
rection from the pulpit while 
denving it inactions. The Chris­ 
tian Gospel is to be lived, not 
talked about, and any practice 
which is contrary to the faith 
must be changed. 
There will be objections from 
some morticians and florists. 
We are not trying to force these 
people out of business. We are 
simply 
asking for a Christian 
use of their serv ices!!! We are 
calling for the cessation of huge 
profits often gained through the 
exploitation of grief! 
Some 
will 
object 
to these 
changes t>ecause they fear they 
are sim ilar to Roman Catholic 
pratices. Let us remember that 
Roman Catholics are Christians 
and have every right to Chris­ 
tian burial. Let us note that 
every 
change 
mentioned 
is 
strictly Protestant in doctrine 
and practice and that many of 
them have been retained by our 
Episcopalian 
and 
Lutheran 
brothers. Our aim is to correct 
pagan 
practices 
which have 
arisen prim arily 
in the 
20th 
century by returning to Chris­ 
tian traditions which have been 
our 
heritage 
for over 1900 
years!! 
Finally, some will object l>e- 
cause they do not understand 
the meaning of these suggested 
changes. They should be dis­ 
cussed in adult church school 
classes. 
Fam ilies should d is­ 
cuss the problems of cost, wor­ 
ship services, memorials, and 
arrangements. Pastors should 
be consulted for help in making 
preparation for death includes 
more than making a will!!! It 
also includes making sure that 
our burial will be an expres­ 
sion of the Christian faith!!! 
We live in a world that is 
scared to death--of death. Only 
the Christian Church has a 
Gospel of hope in this situa­ 
tion! !!

The 
greater 
prevalence of 
mental health problems among 
commuter students implies that 
the need for preventive health 
measures is greater in the com­ 
muter university than in the 
residential school, Dr. Kysar 
maintained. 
Yet in the commuter univer­ 
sity, he said, mental health fa­ 
cilities have been largely neg­ 
lected on the assumption that 
if the student is living at home, 
his family will provide for his 
health needs and will utilize 
community health services as 
necessary. This is often an er­ 
roneous assumption, 
partic­ 
ularly in the mental health area, 
he added. 
Dr. Kysar proposed a mental 
health program in the commuter 
school 
which would offer in­ 
dividual and group psychother­ 
apy. Short-term counseling with 
parents also would be advan­ 
tageous, he said. Since there 
are common problems among 
these students, such as isolat- 
edness and social inadequacy, 
he added, it is quite possible 
that a better response might 
be obtained through social psy­ 
chiatric methods. He suggested 
a concerted effort to include 
every student in some growth- 
promoting 
extracurricular 
group which would enhance his 
psychosocial development along 


with his intellectual develop­ 
ment. 
It should be remembered that 
the commuter student has more 
strengths than his peers who do 
not enter college, Dr. Kysar 
added, 
and 
the potential for 
change and improvement in the 
college group is believed to be 
remarkably high. 
Perhaps nearly half of the 
four million students in college 
today attend commuter schools, 
it was pointed out. At the Chi­ 
cago 
school, 
men outnumber 
women three to one, a common 
finding in large public com­ 
muter schools. 
Dr. Kysar cautioned that his 
findings do not indicate that 
the entire student population 
of the Chicago school or other 
nonresidential schools is made 
up of students whose mental 
health is impaired or who have 
been exposed to trauma or de­ 
privation. There are not only 
some students whose mental 
health may remain unimpaired 
in spite 
of 
stressful exper­ 
iences, he said, but also some 
students whose selection of the 
commuter college is not pri­ 
marily 
motivated by patho­ 
logical factors.

Mental problem s appear to be 
g reater among “ com m uter col­ 
lege” students than among those 
attending residential schools, 
according to Dr. JohnE .K ysar, 
Chicago. 
Dr. Kysar reported on his 
five y ea rs’ experience as psy­ 
chiatric consultant at the Chi­ 
cago Undergraduate Division of 
the University of Illinois in the 
A rchives 
of 
General Psy­ 
chiatry, published by the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association. 
The university branch, located 
in the heart of Chicago, has 
5,000 full-tim e students, 99 per 
cent of whom commute daily 
from home. 
Although statistical com pari­ 
sons are not possible, Dr. Ky­ 
sa r said his experience sug­ 
gests that there is a “ higher 
rate and more severe psycho­ 
pathology in the student popula­ 
tion of this commuter school as 
com pared with most residential 
school*” and this may 1« true 
generally at other urban com­ 
m uter universities. 
He attributed the higher rates 
to three large groups in the 
student body—those from un­ 
stable or broken homes; those 
from fam ilies of lower socio­ 
economic status, which studies 
indicate ca rries 
a progres­ 
sively larger risk of im paired 
m ental health during adulthood; 
and those who have “ individual 


pathology” related to their se­ 
lection of the com muter school. 
While there is no doubt that 
students from low-income fam­ 
ilies enter the com muter school 
largely 
because 
of financial 
lim itations, Dr. Kysar 
said, 
there a re a surprising number 
whose families have sufficient 
m eans to help them to go to 
a residential school. 
Among these com m uter-by- 
choice students, he found that 
feelings of inadequacy, over­ 
control of im pulses, isolated­ 
ness, indecision, social-sexual 
maladjustment, and dependency 
and conformity to parent’s ex­ 
pectations 
were 
prominent 
characteristics. 
According to some studies, Dr. 
K ysar pointed out, vulnerability 
to mental disorder results from 
damaging events in childhood 
o r early adulthood, 
such as 
separation from a parent by 
divorce, death, or illness; and 
unstable 
family 
situation in 
which one or both parents may 
be alcoholic, crim inal, mentally 
ill, or in m arital disharmony; 
and crossing from one social 
o r cultural setting to another 
m arkedly different one produc­ 
ing “ cultural shock.” 
These factors were seen more 
commonly 
among 
commuter 
students than among residential 
students, the Chicago psychia­ 
tris t said.

Many Pennsylvania farmers 
are trucking water for live­ 
stock and for winter wheat. 
Forty-eight forest fires broke 
out in Pennsylvania Wednesday, 
destroying 575 acres. 
Farmers in the Midwest, who 
stand to lose about $100 million 
from expected income, gazed on 
bone dry fields. 
More than 4,500 acres of brush 
and timber have been scorched 
in the past two days in Indiana, 
where the last rain was Oct. 18. 
The state is 4.46 inches below 
last year's rainfall. 
Illinois struggled through one 
of it's most disastrous autumns 
in history. Wheat was stunted, 
and the southern half of the 
state fought hundreds of brush 
and forest fires. Southern Dli- 
nois has gone 45 consecutive 
days without rain, a record. 
Heavy rains struck virtually 
all of Wisconsin Thursday ac­ 
companied by wind gusts up to 
58 m.p.h. 
Oregon was soaked by torren­ 
tial rainstorms and mountain 
areas were coated with snow. In 
Colorado, ski operators were 
elated by a two-day snowstorm 
that measured up to a foot.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican Ecumenical Council is 
expected to vote approval next 
week of revised declarations on 
the Jews and religious freedom, 
but the declarations probably 
will not be promulgated as 
council decrees before the next 
session, in 1965or 1966. 
Both documents were heated­ 
ly debated in the current council 
session, which ends Nov. 21. 
They are expected to have a 
major effect on the Roman 
Catholic 
Church's 
relations 
with other Christians and non- 
Christians. 
A council spokesman 
said 
Thursday the documents had 
been revised and that the dec­ 
laration on the Jews had been 
strengthened to absolve Jews of 
any implication of deicide in 
Christ's Crucifixion. 
"I think it is much stronger 
than even the first draft two 
years ago," said a member of 
the Vatican's Chrlstiah Unity 
Secretariat, which drafted both 


declarations. 
As introduced, the declaration 
on Jews said all mankind, not 
Jews alone, shared blame for 
the Crucifixion. This phrase 
was omitted in a revision ear­ 
lier this year which said: "All 
should be careful not to attri­ 
bute to the Jew of our time 
what was committed during the 
Passion of Christ." 
Several cardinals, including 
three from the United States, 
assailed the ommission in de­ 
bate last September and urged 
that the original wording be re­ 
stored. Middle East patriarchs 
opposed any declaration on the 
Jews because they feared a 
stand on the controversial issue 
would touch off anti-Cathollc 
sentiment in Arab lands. 
The religious freedom dec­ 
laration holds that every man 
has the right to believe as his 
conscience dictates. Conserva­ 
tive prelates, mainly from Italy 
and Spain, opposed it as a dan­ 
ger to the Church.

When the still uncounted ab­ 
sentee ballots and third-party 
votes are added about a month 
from now, the official vote is 
expected to be close to 70 mil­ 
lion compared with 68.8 million 
in 1960.

More than 4,500 acres of brush 
and tim ber have been scorched 
in the past two days in Indiana, 
where the last rain was Oct. 18. 
The state is 4.46 inches below 
last year's rainfall.

Wheat was stunted, 
and the southern half of the 
state fought hundreds of brush 
and forest fires.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican Ecumenical Council is 
expected to vote approval next 
week of revised declarations on 
the Jews and religious freedom ,

council decrees before the next 
session, in 1965 o r 1966. 
Both documents w ere heated­ 
ly debated in the current council 
session, which ends Nov. 21. 
They are expected to have a

effect on the Roman 
Catholic

with other C hristians and non- 
Christians. 
A council spokesman 
said 
Thursday the documents 
had 
been revised and that the dec­ 
laration on the Jews had lieen 
strengthened to absolve Jews of 
any implication of deicide in 
C hrist's Crucifixion. 
"I think it is much stronger 
than even the first draft two 
years ago,” said a member of 
the Vatican's C hristian Unity 
Secretariat, which drafted both 


declarations. 
As introduced, the declaration 
on Jews said all mankind, not 
Jews alone, shared blame for 
the 
Crucifixion. This phrase 
was omitted in a revision e a r­ 
lier this year which said: "A ll 
should be careful not to a ttri­ 
bute to the Jew of our tim e 
what was com mitted during the 
Passion of C h rist." 
Several cardinals, including 
three from the United States, 
assailed the om m ission in de­ 
bate last Septem ber and urged 
that the original wording be re ­ 
stored. Middle East patriarchs 
opposed any declaration on the 
Jews because they feared a 
stand on the controversial issue 
would touch off anti-Catholic 
sentiment in Arab lands. 
Tile religious freedom dec­ 
laration holds that every man 
has the right to believe as his 
conscience dictates. Conserva­ 
tive prelates, mainly from Italy 
and Spain, opposed it as a dan­ 
ger to the Church.

danger from wearing contact 
lenses. 
Scare stories in the press have 
indicated that, according to an 
unpublished survey, 14persons 
in the US 
may have suffered 
blindness 
as 
a 
result of 
methacrylic acid in plastic con­ 
tact lenses. This has now been 
refuted. 
To set 
the 
record straight, 
witnesses 
representing 
the 
American Optometric Associ­ 
ation appeared before the sub­ 
committee on Frauds and Mis­ 
representations Affecting the 
Elderly, at the invitation of 
Chairman 
Harrison 
A. Wil­ 
liams, Jr. 
Dr. Maurice G. Poster, chair­ 
man of AOA's committee on 
contact lenses, reported the 
results of a special study made 
by a group of chemists concern­ 
ing contact lenses. 
The AOA 
retained the firm headed by 
Dr. David Kendall, eminent re­ 
search chemist, to conduct a 
new and impartial study of the 
methacrylic acid content of 
plastic contact lenses. 
Briefly, the conclusion of the 
Kendall report was that the 
“ content of methacrylic acid 
present 
in 
the 
PMM (poly- 
methyl-methacrylate) of a con­ 
tact lens is extremely minute 
and, even if present, is chem­ 
ically unavailable to harm the 
human eye.” 
Dr. Poster said that the charge 
that some cases of blindness 
might be attributable to meth­ 
acrylic acid in the plastic of 
contact lenses 
“ is not con­ 
sistent with the collective ex­ 
perience of optometrists in pre­ 
scribing contact lenses for mil­ 
lions of patients.” 
He added, 
“ We have found no cases of 
blindness which 
can tie at­ 
tributed to the use of contact 
lenses. Furthermore, we have 
had overwhelming 
evidence 
from respected authorities in 
plastic chemistry 
that 
the 
plastic used in contact lenses 
is safe beyond any reasonable 
doubt.” 
He related several 
studies by other laboratories 
to substantiate 
the 
lack of 
danger in contact lenses. 
“ It is apparent,” Dr. Poster 
concluded, “ that not a scin­ 
tilla of clinical evidence has 
shown any substantiation of the 
charge 
of methacrylic acid 
damage to the eye from contact 
lenses.” 
To protect the public, the AOA 
witnesses offered two recom­ 
mendations; 
1. 
Establish rigid standards 
for 
the manufacture 
of the 
plastic lenses themselves. 
2. 
Restrict the prescribing 
and fitting of contact 
lenses 
to qualified, licensed optome­ 
trists and ophthalmologists.

As 
the American taxpayer 
faces commitment to pour an­ 
other $100 million down the UN 
drain, let's see just what kind 
OF “ bargain” we are being hand­ 
ed.

Remember the Passamaquod- 
dy power project? It made quite 
a stir years ago, in the New 
Deal days. According to the 
theory, the extreme tidal action 
at Passamaquoddy Bay on the 
Malne-Canadian border could 
be used as a source of electric 
power production. 
The idea caught the fancy of 
then-President Roosevelt and 
studies were made. But nothing 
happened—the reason being that 
all kinds of economic and tech­ 
nical problems were involved. 
So Passamaquoddy quietly dis­ 
appeared into limbo. 
But, It now appears, this was 
only a temporary 
disappear­ 
ance. Passamaquoddy is back. 
While, it is said, there are 
differences in in the old scheme 
and the new, it is again proposed 
that the bay's tides be harnessed 
for power production. An advi­ 
sory board is now looking into 
it. 
In the light of this, a state­ 
ment made by a responsible 
New England utility company is 
of more than usual Interest. The 
cost of Passamaquoddy power 
is estimated by the Interior De­ 
partment at 15.6 mills per kilo­ 
watt-hour, and it would be avail­ 
able for only one hour a day. 
By way of contrast, the company 
points out that modern electric 
generating plants will provide 
power on a twenty-four hour a 
day basis for about seven mills. 
This figure obtains even after 
heavy federal, state and local 
taxes are paid. The government 
project, of course, would be 
tax free. So the company also 
states, the project is “ totally 
uneconomic 
and unjustified” 
and is likely to waste over a 
billion dollars in tax revenues. 
This situation gives one that 
“ Here we go again” feeling. 
The hope is that the new proj­ 
ect will be given the same treat­ 
ment as the old--that is, con­ 
signed to oblivion.

Colmer’s veto on funds for the 
schools of America. 
But murder, violence, prison 
beatings, 
and local 
boycotts 
have now started a chain reac­ 
tion which it will be difficult 
for the Mississippi moderates 
to stop. 
ABSENTEE TEXTILE LORDS 
Already the Defense Depart­ 
ment is looking over the De­ 
fense Contracts to see what It 
buys from Mississippi Textile 
Mills; and the economy wave, 
plus the pressure of Northern 
Congressmen, Is bound to force 
an examination of Mississippi 
Military Bases. 
Finally, the big absentee mill- 
owners who moved their plants 


to Mississippi to take advan­ 
tage of cheap, non-union labor 
are going to begin doing some­ 
thing alx)Ut integration and job 
opportunities. Under the Civil 
Rights Act they are required by 
law to do it on June 30, but 
many will want to do it earlier. 
Take the case of the Kayser- 
Roth Company, one of the big­ 
gest textile and hoisery manu-. 
facturers in the country, whose 
chairman 
Is 
Abe Felnberg, 
close friend of Harry Truman 
and a 
trustee of the Truman 
Library. 
Feint>erg has served 
as President of the Develop­ 
ment Corporation for Israel, 
has been active in the Israel 
Bond Drives, and is President 
of the American Committee for 
the Weizman Institute in Israel. 
Feinborg operates a mill In 
Centerville, Miss., and the last 
thing he wants is to have his 
mill lag behind the rest of the 
country when it comes to race 
problems. 
Other absentee owners, active 
in civil events in the North, 
cannot afford to be in a position 
of condoning or aiding racial 
violence in the South. 
^ Herl>ert Shuttleworth of the 
Mohasco Industries, which op­ 
erates a 
Carpet Yarn 
and 
Carpet factory in Greenville, 
has been a director of the 
Communist Chest at Amster­ 
dam, n. y., a trustee of the 
Amsterdan City Hospital, and 
is active in St. Mary's Hos- 
‘pital. He too cannot afford to 
ignore conditions of violence 
and racial inequality in Mis­ 
sissippi. 
BILL MILLER’S FELT 
Then there Is Lockport Felt, 
which pays Rep. Bill Miller, 
GOP candidate for Vice Presi­ 
dent, a retainer of $7,500, and 
on which he serves as a di­ 
rector. Miller, author of an 
early Civil Rights Bill, like­ 
wise cannot afford to be con­ 
nected with a branch plant at 
Starkville, Miss., which holds 
back 
against the integration 
laws. 


The giant 
Burlington Mills, 
one of the biggest in the nation, 
makes overall denim at Its 
plant in Stonewall, Miss., and 
its President, Charles Myers, 
Jr., is a director of Children’s 
Home In Greensboro, N. C., 
and a Presbyterian elder. Na­ 
turally he too frowns on Mis­ 
sissippi racial imbalance and 
rioting. 
Various other executives of 
Mississippi plants living in the 
North eventually will want to 
stand up and be counted against 
inhuman relations and a bad 
name for their local plants. 
Among them is Henry M. Bliss 
of Ludlow Mills, whose com­ 
pany operates a branch plant 
at Indianalo, Miss., and whose 
wife is a member of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts and active 
in Massachusetts General and 
St. Vincent Hospitals. Austin 
Mason, President of Ludlow 
Mills, is active In Children's 
Hospital. There are two other 
influential executives who serve 
with Abe Felnberg in the far- 
flung Kayser-Roth Textile em­ 
pire. Chester Roth, Its Presi­ 
dent, is a trustee of the Jewish 
Community Center 
In White 
Plains, N. Y., of the Federation 
of Jewish Charities, of the Na­ 
tional Jewish Hospital in Den­ 
ver, and the Jewish Memorial 
Hospital in New York; Alfred 
Philip Slaner, Executive Vice 
President, is a member of the 
Board of Education of Union 
Free School District 2, Scars- 
dale, N. Y. 
None of these men are going 
to 
permit 
their Mississippi 
mills to be in violation of the 
law, and doubtless they will 
want to move soon to have 
their local managers use their 
pot ent

murder, bombing, and violence. 
This is where the real power 
structure of M ississippiis. And 
these Absentee Textile Lords, 
throwing their Influence behind 
Mississippi moderates, can end 
Mississippi’s police state even 
before Congress reconvenes. 


Adam Clayton Powell Says He 
Has Powerful 
Administration 
Backing for Shorter Work Week 
BUI 
Washington, D. C.: -- Negro 
Representative Adam Clayton 
Powell, pastor and professional 
gadfly of all he surveys here 
on the HU1, plans to needle 
the new Congress with a drive 
for liberal laws which will leave 
the 
assemblage 
discomfited, 
thought It's the most pro-labor 
gathering since 1936. 
Rev. 
Powell 
has told 
this 
column he plans to reintroduce 
his 1963 bUl for a 35-hour work 
week — and then push to reduce 
this to 32 hours. Apparently he 
means it. He states on the 
record that he has spoken to 
high 
administration 
officials 
and they’re with him. 


Rep. Powell adds that Secre­ 
tary of Labor WUlard Wirtz, 
who 
lent 
his speech writing 
talents to President Johnson 
as he did to Adlai Stevenson, 
has pledged to back up the cam - 
paign for the shorter work week. 
This will give the New York 
congressman a powerful ally, 
for Mr. Wirtz is now exceeding­ 
ly close to Mr. Johnson. 
However, in his entrenched 
position on the HU1 Rev. Powell 
really does not need allies — 
not even in a Congress as 
strongly controlled by the lib­ 
eral - labor coalition as this 
89th conclave. 
The liberal - labor coalition 
now has a majority in the House 
for the first time, but its lead­ 
ers must still go to Rep. Pow­ 
ell 
to 
pass the legislation 
they've wanted for almost 20 
years. He is chairman of the 
powerful Committee on Edu­ 
cation and Labor, from which 
such bUls must spring or In 
which they die. 
It may seem odd, but the 
labor leaders who backed 233 
of the winning House members 
— a clear majority -- don't 
want to push for the shorter 
work week now. They don't 
want this batUe to get in the 
way of their basic campaign. 
What they want first is repeal 
of what is known to the pro­ 
fessionals as Fourteen B — a 
section of the Taft-Hartley law 
which makes It possible for the 
states to ban the union shop 
and the automatic dues check­ 
off from wages. 
There are such laws in 20 
states stretching all the way 
from Texas to Wyoming and 
down through the South. If they 
could be wiped out with a simple 
one paragraph law by Congress, 
labor could unleash new union­ 
izing drives. 
So important is this strategy 
to the 
national labor leaders 
that AFL-CIO president George 
Meany, now in Tokyo, has di­ 


rected his headquarters hereto 
summon labor's high command 
to a special executive council 
meeting on Nov. 24. They will 
work on the priorities for de­ 
mands on the Congress and re­ 
quests for aid from President 
Johnson. 
Their first target will be the 
repeal of Fourteen B. 
“ This is the simplest kind of 
issue,” 
one 
of 
organized 
labor's topside figures said to 
this reporter the other day. “ We 
will say to congressmen: you 
are either for us or against 
us, either for free collective 
bargaining or opposed. The con­ 
gressmen, hundreds of whom 
our people helped into office, 
will have to make up their 
minds. This law can be passed 
swiftly. 
No conferences are 
needed. This is not like the 
medicare issue which takes dis­ 
cussion on techniques and fi­ 
nancing. This takes a yes or 
no answer.” 
Since there is a labor major­ 
ity, It should be a swift push. 
There is a freshman bloc of 
45 liberal-labor congressmen 
eager to carry the union ball 
as the militants within the big­ 
ger liberal - labor majority. 
Amongst them are a group who 
are actually labor leaders now. 
Within this bloc are Paul Krebs, 
of New Jersey, an official of 
Walter Reuther’s United Auto 
Workers, and John Race, of 
Fond du Lac, Wisconsin, of the 
International 
Assn. 
of Ma­ 
chinists. 
They now join 
a group of 
others who were labor officials 
before becoming congressmen. 
In all, this bloc totals 28, the 
biggest batch of labor leaders 
ever to sit in the Congress. 
With such unprecedented In­ 
fluence (“ Never have we had 
so many of our own flesh and 
blood up there,” said one AFL- 
CIO leader), there normallj 
would tie little doubt of reach­ 
ing their goal quickly. But Rep 
Powell is no kinfolk. He is, ii 
fact, feuding with some of th< 
national union chiefs. They wen 
against his getting the Laboi 
Committee chairmanship am 
he knows it. 
Now they must come to him 
and his priorities may not h 
theirs. Furthermore, if he hold.1 
his line he is in a position ti 
block any kicking from thet 
direction by simply putting then 
in a position 
of complainin 
against his advocacy of th 
shorter work week. 
Rev. Powell may do Just that 
Then It will take a power pla 
by President Johnson to mov 
him. Mr. Johnson may not b 
eager to get himself In th 
middle.

‘Pro-labor spokesmen interpreted the figures 
ais showing that right-to-w ork legislation weak­ 
ens unions in their efforts to obtain contract 
gains. The National Right to Work Committee 
segued that such laws make for better labor- 
rpanagement relations. 
A spokesman for the AFL-CIO said the 20 
right-to-w ork States have sm all and compara­ 
tively weak labor mem berships and that the 
right -to-w ork laws further weaken union ef­ 
forts to win bargaining gains through strikes. 
The 20-right-to-w ork States are concentrated 
mainly in the Southeast, extending into parts 
a l the Southwest and Midwest.

American Optometric Associ­ 
ation appeared before the sub­ 
com m ittee on Frauds and Mis­ 
representations 
Affecting the 
Elderly, 
.it the invitation of 
Chairm an 
Harrison 
A. Wil­ 
liam s, J r . 
Dr. M aurice G. Poster, chair­ 
man of AOA’s committee on 
contact lenses, 
reported the 
results of a special study made 
by a group of chemists concern­ 
ing contact lenses. 
The AOA 
retained the 
firm headed by 
Hr. David Kendall, eminent re­ 
search chemist, to conduct a 
new and im partial study of the 
m ethacrylic acid content of 
plastic contact lenses. 
Briefly, the conclusion of the 
Kendall 
report 
was that the 
“ content of m ethacrylic acid 
present 
in 
the 
PMM (poly- 
m ethyl-m ethacrylate) of a con­ 
tact lens is extrem ely minute 
and, even if present, is chem­ 
ically unavailable to harm the 
human eye.” 
Dr. P o ster said that the charge 
that som e cases of blindness 
might lie attributable to meth­ 
acrylic acid in the plastic of 
contact lenses 
" Is not con­ 
sistent with the collective ex­ 
perience of optom etrists in pre­ 
scribing contact lenses for mil­ 
lions of patients.” 
He added, 
“ We have found no cases of 
blindness 
which 
can lie at­ 
tributed to the use of contact 
lenses. 
F urtherm ore, we have 
had overwhelming 
evidence 
I rom respected authorities in 
plastic chem istry 
that 
the 
plastic used in contact lenses 
is safe beyond any reasonable 
doubt.** 
He related several 
studies by other lat>oratories 
to substantiate 
the 
lack of 
danger in contact lenses. 
“ It is apparent,” Dr. Poster 
concluded, 
“ that not a scin­ 
tilla of clinical evidence has 
shown any substantiation of the 
charge 
of methacrylic acid 
damage to the eye from contact 
lenses.** 
To protect the public, the AOA 
w itnesses offered two recom­ 
mendations: 
1. 
E stablish rigid standards 
for 
the manufacture 
oi the 
plastic lenses themselves. 
2. 
R estrict the prescribing 
and fitting of contact 
lenses 
to qualified, licensed optome­ 
trists and ophthalmologists.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— For Northern California stu­ 
dents next year it*lI be reading, 
w riting, arithm etic — and com­ 
puters. 
Some 300,000 high school and 
junior college students will have 
the opportunity to learn first­ 
hand about the age of automa- 
tion. And their teachers will be 
freed from much of the paper­ 
work that now hinders class­ 
room work. 
Core of the program will be a 
data processing center that will 
open in July 1965 in the Sacra- 
mento Office of Education. A 
sm aller pilot center was tested 
e a rlie r in Richmond, Calif., 
schools. 
“ B 's one of the most signifi­ 
cant advances in the education­ 
al field in recent years,” said 
D r. Max Rafferty, state super­ 
intendent of public instruction. 
‘‘Students will have an oppor­ 
tunity to gain an understanding 
of the potential and implications 
of 
com puters 
in our compli­ 
cated w orld,” said Dr. Alvin 
G rossm an, a data processing 
expert for the California De­ 
partm ent of Education. “ Also, 
the computing center will allow 
youngsters to learn about em­ 


ployment opportunities related 
to the machines.** 
Rafferty said courses in pro­ 
gram m ing and system s analy­ 
sis and design will be an im­ 
m ediate outgrowth of the cen­ 
te r’s activities. 
The electronic computer com­ 
plex, developed by the Honey­ 
well Corp., will serve another 
im portant function — it will 
ease the load of paperwork and 
reports that occupy the time of 
teachers, counselors and ad­ 
m inistrators. 
All connected with the pro­ 
gram agree that the system 
could save the nation’s taxpay­ 
e rs millions of dollars by elim i­ 
nating duplication of data proc­ 
essing services at the local 
school level. 
They anticipate that within 
the next five to IO years as 
many as IO regional electronic 
computing centers will be in 
operation 
throughout 
Cali­ 
fornia, hopefully setting a pat­ 
tern for the rest of the nation. 
P rim ary funding will come 
from

cent. Initial cost will be $200,- 
000 for the Sacramento Coun­ 
ty complex.

As 
the American taxpayer 
faces commitment to pour an­ 
other $100 million down the UN 
drain, let’s see just what kind 
OF' “ bargain” we are being hand­ 
ed. 
Addressing the United Nations 
in September of 19G1, the P re s­ 
ident of the United States said, 
“ In the development of this o r­ 
ganization rests the only true 
alternative to war. . .This will 
require new strength and new 
roles for the United Nations.” 
Several months ago, Senator 
Dodd of Connecticut stated that 
the interests of the United States 


have come under “ total sub­ 
servience to United Nations pol­ 
icy.”

Washington State declared that 
both the present and the pre­ 
ceding adm inistrations have at­ 
tached too much im portance to 
the United Nations, with the 
result that our own decision­ 
making has l»een unduly influ­ 
enced by UN considerations. 
This evoked an angry denun­ 
ciation by Senator Hubert Hum­ 
phrey. The Senator from Min­ 
nesota said that any criticism 
of the UN renders “ a great 
disservice to Am erican secur­ 
ity” 
and 
prom otes 
“ dis­ 
sension.” 
Everyone is entitled 
to ex­ 
press his views, but to charge 
that the critics of the UN are 
doinc the security of the United 
States a “ d isserv ice” and pro­ 
moting “ dissension” is paral­ 
lel to charging that everyone 
in the State Departm ent is a 
communist. 
We wonder, too, if this same 
charge of dissension is to be 
hurled at that growing list of 
nations, especially in the West, 
which are beginning to hav grave 
doubts of the UN’s capacity to 
promote world peace. Is Senator 
Majority 
Leader Mike Mans­ 
field a prom oter of dissension 
when he says that the UN Gen­ 
eral Assembly has liecom eless 
a “ moral force” and more a 
“ market place for the trading 
of votes” ? 
Seeing the State Department’s 
plan to relinquish control of our 
foreign policy to the whims of 


the UN, and our government’s 
tender regard for “ world opin­ 
ion,” both acting as a hindrance 
to forming any sound pol id e s of 
our own, the American people 
have lost confidence In this 
International 
Octopus in our 
midst, whose clawing tentacles 
are trying to reach into every 
phase of A m erican life. 
With alm ost 2 billion dollars 
already invested, it would seem 
that 
the 
Am erican taxpayer 
would at least have the privilege 
of offering criticism of the UN. 
But freedom of speech is not 
a guarantee of the UN Charter.

BACK! 
Remember the Passamaquod- 
dy power project? It made quite 
a stir 
years ago, in the New 
Deal days. 
According to the 
theory, the extrem e tidal action 
at Passamaquoddy Bay on the 
M aine-Canadian border could 
be used as a source of electric 
power production. 
The idea caught the fancy of 
then-President Roosevelt and 
studies were made. But nothing 
happened--the reason being that 
all kinds of economic and tech­ 
nical problem s were involved. 
So Passamaquoddy quietly dis­ 
appeared into limbo 
But, it now appears, this was 
only a tem porary 
disappear­ 
ance. Passamaquoddy Is back. 
While, it is said, there are 
differences in in the old scheme 
and the new, it Is again proposed 
that the bay’s tides be harnessed 
for power production. An advi­ 
sory board is now looking Into 
It. 
In the light of this, a state­ 
ment made by a responsible 
New England utility company is 
of more than usual Interest. The 
cost of Passamaquoddy power 
is estim ated by the Interior De­ 
partm ent at 15.6 m lllsperkilo- 
watt-hour, and it would be avail­ 
able for only one hour a day. 
By way of contrast, the company 
points out that modern electric 
generating plants will provide 
power on a twenty-four hour a 
day basis for about seven mills. 
This figure obtains even after 
heavy federal, state and local 
taxes are paid. The government 
project, of course, would be 
tax free. So the company also 
states, the project is “ totally 
uneconomic 
and unjustified” 
and is likely to waste over a 
billion dollars in tax revenues. 
This situation gives one that 
“ Here we go again” feeling. 
The hope is that the new proj­ 
ect will be given the same trea t­ 
ment as the old—that is, con­ 
signed to oblivion.

The Washington Merry- Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The Little 
band of white men who m urdered 
three Civil R ig h t s w orkers near 
Philadelphia, M iss., and bull­ 
dozed their lx)dies into a fresh­ 
ly made da m , probably did more 
to change the custom s of Mis­ 
sissippi than any group of men 
in Post-Civil War history. 
They were aided, of course, 
by the nine bom bers who de­ 
stroyed churches and homes in 
McComb; and by other Kluxers 
and te rro rists who burned more 
than thirty churches, killed nine 
people, 
shot 35 others, and 
arrested more than 1,000 free­ 
dom workers, including those at 
McComb for cooking in their 
own Freedom House. 


All this has put M ississippi 
on the map more than at any 
otner period in modern his­ 
tory. Without these bombings, 
m urders and a rre sts, 
Mi sir 
sissippi probably would have 
chugged complacently 
along, 
enjoying its charm ing 
ante­ 
bellum society of mint juleps, 
cotton 
plantations, 
te n n a u t 
farm ers, and cotton m ills; To­ 
gether with its influence 
In 
Washington exercised over the 
courts by Jim Eastland and his 
Senate Judiciary Committee; By 
Rep. Jamie Whitten’s sway over 
money for the farm program s 
of America; and 
Rep. Bill 
Colm er’s veto on funds for the 
schools of America. 
But m urder, violence, prison 
beatings, 
and local

L ibrary. 
Feinberg has served 
as President of the Develop­ 
ment Corporation for Israel, 
has been active in the Israel 
Bond Drives, and is President 
of the American Committee for 
the Weidman Institute in Israel. 
Feinberg 
operates a mill in 
Centerville, M iss., and the last 
thing he wants is to have his 
mill lag behind the rest of the 
country when it comes to race 
problem s. 
Other absentee owners, active 
in civil events in the North, 
cannot afford to be in a position 
of condoning or aiding racial 
y violence in the South.

Herbert Shuttleworth of the 
Mohasco Industries, which op- 
eiates a 
Carpet Yarn 
and 
Carpet factory in Greenville, 
has been a 
director of the 
Communist Chest at Amster­ 
dam, n. y., a trustee of the 
Amsterdan City Hospital, and 
is active in St. Mary’s Hos- 
'pital. He too cannot afford to 
ignore conditions of violence 
and racial inequality in Mis­ 
sissippi. 
BILL MILLER’S FELT 
Then there is Lockport Felt, 
which pays Rep. Bill Miller, 
GOF candidate for Vice P resi­ 
dent, a x*etainer of $7,500, and 
on which he serv es as a di­ 
rector. 
M iller, 
author of an 
early Civil Rights Bill, like­ 
wise cannot afford to be con­ 
nected with a branch plant at 
Starkville, M iss., which holds 
back 
against the integration 
laws. 


The giant 
Burlington Mills, 
one of the biggest in the nation, 
makes overall denim at its 
plant in Stonewall, M iss., and 
its P resident, Charles Myers, 
J r., is a director of Children's 
Home in Greensboro, N. C., 
and a Presbyterian elder. Na­ 
turally he too frowns on Mis­ 
sissippi racial imbalance and 
rioting. 
Various other executives of 
M ississippi plants living in the 
North eventually will want to 
stand up and be counted against 
inhuman 
relations and a bad 
name for their local plants. 
Among them is Henry M. B liss 
of Ludlow M ills, whose com­ 
pany operates a branch plant 
at Indianalo, M iss., and whose 
wife is a m em ber of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts and active 
in M assachusetts General and 
St. Vincent Hospitals.

Adam Clayton Powell Says He 
Has Powerful 
Administration 
Backing for Shorter Work Week 
BUI 
Washington, D. C.: -- Negro 
Representative Adam Clayton 
Powell, pastor and professional 
gadfly of all he surveys here 
on the HUI, plans to needle 
the new Congress with a drive 
for liberal laws which will leave 
the 
assem blage 
discomfited, 
thought it’s the most pro-labor 
gathering since 1936. 
Rev. 
Powell 
has told 
this 
column he plans to reintroduce 
his 1963 PUI for a 35-hour work 
week — and then push to reduce 
this to 32 hours. Apparently he 
means it. He states on the 
record that he has spoken to 
high 
adm inistration 
officials 
and they’re with him. 


Rep. Powell adds chat S ecre­ 
tary of Labor WUlard W irtz, 
who 
lent 
his speech writing 
talents to President Johnson 
as he did to Adi ai Stevenson, 
has pledged to back up the cam ­ 
paign for the shorter work week. 
This wUl give the New York 
congressm an a powerful ally, 
for Mr. Wlrtz is now exceeding­ 
ly close to Mr. Johnson. 
However, in his entrenched 
position on the HUI Rev. Powell 
really does not need allies — 
not even in a Congress as 
strongly controlled by the lib­ 
eral - labor coalition as this 
89th conclave. 
The liberal - labor coalition 
now has a m ajority in the House 
for the first time, but its lead­ 
e rs must still go to Rep. Pow­ 
ell 
to 
pass the legislation 
they’ve wanted for almost 20 
years. He is chairm an of the 
powerful Committee on Edu­ 
cation and Labor, from which 
such bills must spring or in 
which they die. 
It may seem odd, but the 
labor leaders who backed 233 
of the winning House mem bers 
— a clear m ajority -- don’t 
want to push for the shorter 
work week now. 
They don’t 
want this battle to get in the 
way of their basic campaign. 
What they want first is repeal 
of what is known to the p ro ­ 
fessionals as Fourteen B — a 
section of the Taft-H artley law 
which makes It possible for the 
states to ban the union shop 
and the automatic dues check­ 
off from wages. 
There are such laws in 20 
states stretching all the way 
from Texas to Wyoming and 
down through the South. If they 
could be wiped out with a simple 
one paragraph law by Congress, 
labor could unleash new union­ 
izing drives. 
So important is this strategy 
to the 
national labor leaders 
that AFL-CIO president George 
Meany, now in Tokyo, has di­ 


rected his headquarters hereto 
summon labor’s high command 
to a special executive councU 
meeting on Nov. 24. They wUl 
work on the priorities for de­ 
mands on the Congress and re ­ 
quests for aid from President 
Johnson. 
Their first target will Fie the 
repeal of F ourteen B. 
“ This is the sim plest kind of 
Issue,” 
one 
of 
organized 
labor’s topside figures said to 
this reporter the other day. “ We 
will say to congressmen: you 
are either for us or against 
us, either for free collective 
bargaining or opposed. The con­ 
gressm en, hundreds of whom 
our people helped into office, 
will have to make up their 
minds. This law can Fie passed 
swiftly. 
No conferences are 
needed. This is not like the 
m edicare issue which takes dis­ 
cussion on techniques and fi­ 
nancing. This takes a yes or 
no answ er.” 
Since there is a labor m ajor­ 
ity, it should tie a swift push. 
There is a freshm an bloc of 
45 litieral-labor congressmen 
eager to carry the union ball 
as the m ilitants within the big­ 
ger liberal - labor majority. 
Amongst them are a group who 
are actually labor leaders now. 
Within this bloc are Paul Krebs, 
of New Jersey, an official of 
W alter Reuther’s United Auto 
W orkers, and John Race, of 
Fond du Lac, Wisconsin, of the 
International 
Assn. 
of Ma­ 
chinists. 
They now join 
a group of 
others who were labor officials 
before liecoming congressm en. 
In all, this bloc totals 28, the 
biggest batch of labor leaders 
ever to sit in the Congress. 
With such unprecedented in­ 
fluence (“ Never have we had 
so many of our own flesh and 
blood up there,” said one AFL- 
CIO leader), there normally 
would l>e little doubt of reach­ 
ing their goal quickly. But Rep. 
Powell is no kinfolk. He is, in 
fact, feuding with some of the 
national union chiefs. They were 
against his getting the Labor 
Committee chairm anship and 
he knows it. 
Now they must come to him, 
and his priorities may not Fie 
theirs. Furtherm ore, if he holds 
his line he is in a position to 
block any kicking from their 
direction by simply putting them 
in a position 
of complaining 
against his advocacy of the 
shorter work week. 
Rev. Powell may do just that. 
Then it will take a power play 
by President Johnson to move 
him. Mr. Johnson may not be 
eager to get himself in the 
middle. 
It will be a political game worth 
watching.

BATHING THE NEWBORN— 
By Kenneth S. Shepard, M. D. 
When a m other asks me how to 
bathe her newborn baby, here’s 
what I tell her; 
The 
bathroom 
tem perature 
should lie around 75 to 85 de­ 
grees F. The water tem pera­ 
ture should lie 95 to 100 de­ 
grees F. or a tem perature at 
which the im m ersed elbow feels 
no change. 
Soap - and - water sponge 
bathing may lie at once. Baby 
castile and some mild or medi­ 
cated soaps are satisfactory. 
Dip - bathing 
may lie started 
after the cord has fallen off 
and, 
in case of a boy, the 
circum cision has healed. 
The cord base and the dry 
cord should lie splashed with 
rubbing alcohol when the diaper 
is changed. Every effort should 
be made to keep the cord dry 
an 
exposed. 
I do not rec­ 
ommend pads and bellybind- 
ers. 
Most often when the mother 
gets the baby boy home there 
is a 
petroleum jelly - im­ 
pregnated guaze strip wrapped 
around the circum sciion. This 
is to be removed and discarded. 
Apply a liberal amount of pe­ 
troleum jelly to the circum ­ 
cision but do not wrap guaze 
around the end. Frequently the 
petroleum 
jelly 
evaporates, 
leaving the gua/.e sticking to 
the healing tissues. 
SPONGE BATH — Apply soap 
to the entire tront of the body, 
except the face, and remove it 
by sin g in g . 
Turn the baby 
over and soap the entire back 
of the body. Remove the soap 
thoroughlv, especially from the 
creases and the scalp. Wash the 
tace with clear water. Wipe the 
skin dry and apply olive or 
m ineral oil to abnormally dry 
or scaly areas. 
TUB BATH — May tie given 
after the cord has dried and fal­ 
len off and the circum cision 
has healed. Apply soap to entire 
body, except the face. Put baby 
in a tuti, basin or bathinette 
and remove the soap thoroughly. 
Hold baby firmly as his skin is 
slippery when soaped. Wipe him 
dry. Apply alcohol to navel after 
bath for lirst week of tub bath­ 
ing. 
Do not use applicators in ears, 
nose or mouth. Foreign ma­ 
terial that cannot lie reached 
by 
a twist of cotton or by a 
cloth on the finger should be 
left alone. Wash eyes with plain 
water and a soft cotton ball. 
Splash from outside of eye to­ 
ward the inside or nasal corner. 
After bathing, rinsing and pat­ 
ting dry, dust the body with 
corn starch. Many powders have 
a tendency to dry babys skin 
and should be avoided during the 
first 
month. 
After the first 
month, powder may be used 
freely.

BATHING THE NKW HORN­ 
BY Kenneth S. Shepard, M. D. 
When a m other asks me how to 
battle h er newborn baby, h e re ’s 
wh.it I tell her: 
The 
bathroom 
tem perature 
should lx> around 75 to 85 de­ 
g rees F. The water tem pera­ 
ture should I*1 95 to IOO de­ 
grees F. or a temperature at 
which the im m ersed elbow feels 
no change. 
Soap - and - water sponge 
bathing may I*1 at once. Baby 
castile and som e mild or medi­ 
cated soaps are satisfactory. 
Dip - bathing 
may Ix? started 
after the cord has fallen off 
and, 
in 
case of a 
boy, the 
circum cision has healed. 
The 
cord base and the dry 
cord should be splashed with 
rubbing alcohol when the diaper 
is changed. Every effort should 
be made to keep the cord dry 
an 
exposed. 
I do not rec­ 
ommend 
pads and liellybind- 
e r s. 
Most often when the mother 
gets the baby boy home there 
is a 
petroleum jelly - im­ 
pregnated guaze strip wrapped 
around the1 circum sciion. This 
is to tx1 removed and discarded. 
Vpply a liberal amount of pe­ 
troleum jelly to the circum ­ 
cision but do not wrap guaze 
around the end. Frequently the 
petroleum 
jelly 
evaporates, 
leaving the guaze sticking to 
■ 
SPONGE BATH — Apply soap 
to the entire front of the body, 
except the face, and remove It 
by 
slin g in g . 
Turn the baby 
over and soap the entire back 
of the body. Remove the soap 
thoroughly, especially from the 
crea ses and the scalp.

Summer com es to Memphis 
alm ost every year. In the first 
decade of this century, it al­ 
ways brought with it a lot of 
wagons.

comes to Memphis 
almost every year 
In tile first 
decade of this century, it a l­ 
ways brought with it a lot of 
wagons. 
On the 
residential 
streets, 
(without today’s governmental 
restrictions) there were wagons 
selling a Teat variety of focxl- 
stuffs --freshvegetables,pine­ 
apples, grapes, a lmost any thing 
a 
healthy 
appetite 
could 
demand. 
They 
were 
well 
patronized, too; for the vege­ 
tables were the freshest obtain­ 
able; 
the stores had not yet 
I teen educated 
Into 
offering 
“ foreign" grown produce ahead 
of the local growers. 
To the Juvenile contingent of 
the city, one of the most inter­ 
esting wagons was the one offer­ 
ing watermelons. 
It was dif­ 
ficult for a watermelon wagon to 
go very far without being trailed 
by a crowd oflxrys --especially 
if one in the crowd had amassed 
a nickle. 
Fo r at some jieriod 
in the day’s trading the water­ 
melon yvagon man would usually 
break down and i>art with one 
of his sm allest samples for 
five cents. 
Even a nickle would fill a lot 
of young stomachs. 
And it 
seems today tluit the size would 
equal one costing IO times as 
much now. 
King of the roadways was, of 
course, the ice wagon. 
Being 
a “ reg u lar," it outdrew even 
the watermelon wagon in y outh­ 
ful summer following. 
To start with, there were two 
fine mules. Then the vehicle 
itself — a heavy van-Iike affair 
loaded to the guards with long 
cakes of ice under tarpaulins, 
back of tile wide d river’s seat; 
at the back, a formidable ice- 
saw in its holder, and heav; 
ice-tongs; then a string of boys. 
Function of the boys yvas to 


L ather “ snow." 
When the ice 
wagon stopied at a residence 
and received the day’s order for 
IOO pounds, 50 pounds, or less, 
there was some ice sawing to 
!>e done. 
The heavy ice saw 
carne into play, andas it chewed 
its way through the large, cold 
block 
it 
threyv downward a 
shower of crushed ice. 
This, 
dropjied 
into 
wahine young 
hands, became snow. On a hoi 
day it was worth every effort 
it required. 
It is hard to re ­ 
call an iceman who didn’t co- 
nix'rate. 


The 
bond between 
the ice 
wagons 
and 
the 
youngest 
generation was so strong that 
when an “ I 
when 
an 
“ ice 
w ar" 
cam e, 
involving prices of two of the 
city’s major ice plants, one of 
the companies immediately sent 
out a call for boys to act as 
“ checkers." 
A checker’s job 
was to sit on tile ice wagon’s 
broad seat with the driver and 
helper, and check a prepared 
list 
of 
homes and 
business 
places to see who yvas buying 
whose ice. 
It yvas not hard work, and the 
pay was a dollar and a half a 
da y. 
But the hours were a problem 
to those used to sleeping late 
on school vacation. 
The job 
involved getting up at daylight, 
which is early in the summer­ 


time, walking a couple of miles 
to the ice plant, and joining up 
with 
the two men of an ice 
wagon crew who naturally took 
the opportunity to seem much 
tougher than they really were. 
Or yvere they? 


The 
neighliorhood 
under 
observation got the call. Many 
responded, 
and 
a 
few were 
hired, although there .ire still 
unresolved 
doubts as to what 
was accomplished. 
The wa con’s d river andhelper 
insisted on being very informal 
alout the whole oi>oration. “ Put 
a check mark here," yvas almost 
their only comment, and some of 
the checkers wondered why they 
couldn’t 
have 
done it them­ 
selves. But the Ixiy ice checkers 
learned of neighborhoods they 
had never known before, and got 
to know streets that had l>een 
only 
hearsay. 
Too, 
their 
vocabularies yvere 
improved. 
One 
checker 
reported 
a 
strange thing: 
His 
wagon 
stopped at a midtown establish­ 
ment 
which required a great 
deal of ice. The driver motioned 
for him to come inside. There 
fie 
found a 
strong, sweetish 
odor, a long counter with many 
bottles liehind it, and some very 
handsome, 
prettily 
dressed 
ladies sitting about. 
One of 
the latter said loudly, “ Get 
that kid out of here, right now," 
and tile c hecker yvas lead back 
to the yvagon by the driver. It 
was puzzling to all. 
Walking, to that 
age 
group, 
had no terrors. 
The distance 
to Main Street was a full two 
miles but it was taken in stride 
whenever 
the 
occasion de­ 
manded. 
The time require­ 
ment 
is dimmed now, but it 
didn’t matter, anyway, in sum­ 
mer. 


One occasion that demanded 
the trip was the semi-monthly 
arrival 
of 
certain books at 
Burke’s Bookstore, then at Main 
and 
Poplar. 
These 
lxx>ks 
treated 
of 
characters 
like 
I rank M en ivvell, Dick M erri- 
yvell, and other w ell-known jier- 
sons full of admirable traits. 
Thee yvere published mostly by 
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Street & Smtth, and each volume 
had 320 pages. 
The date 
of 
publication was perfectly tallied 
by the juvenile litterateurs and 
on the 
appropriate 
day 
the 
needed 25 cents was pooled and 
two youthful walkers were sent 
for the volume. 
Once secured, the book went 
the rounds and then came in for 
full discussion and criticism . 
Anyone who was not thoroughly 
advised as to the family tree of 
Dick and Frank M erriw ell, who 
the bad guys were and who the 
good, and any other important 
data, was not to be tolerated. 
One thing that added to w ill­ 
ingness for the book walk was 
the fact that on the way, on 
Poplar, there was a place that 
sold hot tamales. 
They were 
three for a nickel.

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McNamara Tongue Slip

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
apparent slip of the tongue by 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara shows how difficult 
it is to maintain an official line 
at all times when the realities 
clash with that line. 
“ We have no plans at present 
to send further combat units to 
South Viet Nam,” McNamara 
told newsmen in Texas after 
conferring with President John­ 
son about the budget and other 
m atters. 
It was McNamara's use of the 
word “ further" that brought 
reporters up short. That word 
suggests the United States al­ 
ready has combat units in South 
Viet Nam. 
The official transcript of Mc­ 
Namara's comments Tuesday 
did not include the word “ fur­ 
ther." Newsmen who heard the 
word at the time and checked 
on 
the deletion said the omis­ 
sion appeared to be inadvertent. 
A tape recording shows that the 
word was used. 
Neither McNamara nor any 
other responsible UJ5. official 
ever has said that any of the 20,- 
000 or so American military 
men in South Viet Nam are 
there to fight. 
The official position — from 
which McNamara never before 
has deviated — holds that the 
considerable 
American force 
has the mission of advising and 
helping the South Vietnamese to 
fight for their own independence 
and freedom. 
McNamara gave a succinct 
summation of the UJS. policy 
line last Sept. 30 during a televi­ 
sion interview. 
“ It's their war; they must win 
it. They must fight it, and only 
they can win it," McNamara 
said. 
“ We are providing logistical 
•support, military advice,trans­ 
port assistance. We are not 
carrying on 
the battle our­ 
selves. We cannot stand in their 
place and fight the Communists 
within the borders of their coun­ 
try ." 
The UJS. government has held 
to this stand in the face of clear 
evidence that UJS. Army heli­ 
copters equipped with rockets 
and 
machine 
guns 
have 
mounted attack after attack 
against Communist guerrillas. 
This government has contin­ 
ued to insist that many of the 
bombing and napalm assaults 
by U«S. planes against Red Viet 
Cong positions and hideouts are 
training flights for South Viet­ 
namese air force men who go 
along on such missions. 
Questions 
could be raised 
about the role of the B57 me­ 
dium jet bombers and the inter­ 
ceptor jets sent into South Viet 


Nam after the Gulf of Tonkin 
incidents in early August, but 
these are 
intended 
for use 
either against targets in North 
Viet Nam or to defend South Viet 
Nam from outside air attack 
rather than as part of the anti- 
guerrila war inside the coun­ 
try. 
A case perhaps can be made 
that American Army men and 
Marines who are attached to 
Vietnamese ground units are 
truly advisers and only inci­ 
dentally to that function do they 
get into shooting scraps. To 
many Americans, watching the 
UJS. casualty list mount above 
1,600 dead, wounded and miss­ 
ing since January 1961, the dis­ 
tinction between combat and 
advisory duty may be hard to 
accept. 
Why does the UJS. govern­ 
ment draw such a distinction? 
Several reasons are suggested: 
—If the United States ac­ 
knowledged it was fighting in 
South Viet Nam, Communist 
China might be impelled to en­ 
ter the war. 
—As long as UJS. might has 
not officially been committed as 
such, any defeat that may result 
in this war could be charged off 
as a South Vietnamese defeat, 
not American. 
—The outright commitment of 
UJS. fighting men in combat 
formations might cause reper­ 
cussions in Congress and among 
the American people. There 
might be questions about the 
legality of such an undeclared 
war. 
—The people of South Viet 
Nam and others in Southeast 
Asia might consider UJS. com­ 
bat commitment a return to a 
form of colonialism.

NEW YORK (AP) — A pep­ 
pery 80-year-old who has often 
api>eared on television is mak­ 
ing his formal debut this week 
as a television star. He is Harry 
S. Truman, former president of 
the United States, and the name 
of his series is “ Decision: The 
Conflicts of Harry S .Truman." 
Twenty-six shows have already 
been completed.

Gradus was as­ 
signed to produce the series. 
“ Mr. Truman had the final 
say — but I don't think he made 
more than five minor changes 
in the scripts," Gradus said. 
“ His own book, of course, was 
the base of our research."

m ade, and so that the P asto r 
can begin helping the fam ily 
through the experience which is 
about to com e. 
The death of a m em ber of the 
C hurch should bo rep o rted im - 
m ediatelv to the P a sto r, and 
no arran g em en ts tor the burial 
should be made without consult­ 
ing him . 
In four out of every five funer­ 
a ls I have had, I have l>een called 
by the funeral d ire c to r. When 
this is the case, it is too late 
for the P asto r to aid o r counsel 
in 
arranging for a C hristian 
funeral o r even to give sp iritu al 
support in the tim e of g re a test 
tension and confusion. 
Often, the p a rish io n e r is think­ 
ing of the inconvenience that 
might be 
caused the P asto r. 
H owever, re g a rd le ss of any in­ 
convenience to the M inister, he 
should lie called im m ediately 
when death occurs that tlie might 
com e and se rv e . 
The 
funeral of 
a baptized 
C hristian should lie held, when­ 
ev er possible, in the church 
sanctuary. 
In 
tim e ol 
grief, w'hen the 
strength and support that is 
needed can com e only from the 
C hristian faith, a secu lar fun­ 
e ra l 
p arlo r 
is 
totally 
inade­ 
quate. C hristian supjiort can lie 
received best in the sanctuary 
of the church when- tlie Gospel 
is norm ally proclaim ed, w here 
the sym bols of the faith make 
this faith m ore vivid, and w here, 
Sunday a fter Sunday, this faith 
is going to be renew ed as grief 
is overcom e. 
If we are to have C hristian 
funerals again, it will be neces­ 
sary to have the funerals in the 
church w here the P asto r is not 
at the m ercy of m o rtician s who 
do not understand the C hristian 
doctrines ol life, death, re s u r­ 
rection, and etern al life. 
But, burial from the church is 
for every baptized C hristian, 
not m erely “ m em bers in good 
standing.” 
We 
are saved by 
G race, not by goodness, and in 
baptism we have received the 
benefits of the work of Jesu s 
C hrist, the Holy Spirit, even il 
our lives have failed to dem on­ 
stra te this. The funeral is not 
a place tor the p asto r to judge 
lietween the good and the bad, 
the worthy and the unworthy. 
R ather, this is the tim e when 
the full gift 
of God in C h rist 
to sin n e rs is proclaim ed and the 
prom ise ol etern al life to re - 
pentant sinners is made clear!!! 
C h ristian s do not show anv dis­ 
resp ect 
for 
the departed by 
keeping funeral expenses to a 
m inim um . 
One of the subtle and evil in­ 
sinuations of som e funeral di­ 
re c to rs is that those in g rief 
m ust provide “ the very liest” 
for 
the 
deceased, “ the very 
lo s t” lieing the expensive fun­ 
e ra l. T hese funeral d ire cto rs 
im ply that an expensive funeral 
shows love while the lack of 
expense show s d isre sp e c t for 
the dead. 
B ecause none of us has lived 
a s he should and has not al­ 
w ays had the 
relatio n s with 
o th ers lie would like to have 
had, there is usually guilt in­ 
volved in g rief. T herefore, we 
a re ojien to the suggestion to 
spend m ore on the funeral than 
we can afford under the guise 
of “ doing som ething” to make 
up for guilt. But guilt cannot 
be released in this way, for 
we can do nothing for the de­ 
ceased. 
Money is for the living, and 
any undue expense at this tim e 
is not keeping with C hristian 
hum ility, charity, and stew ard­ 
ship. Only the m inim um cost 
funeral of dignity and sim plicity 
is to lie recom m ended to C h ris­ 
tians, and to have such a funeral 
for our loved ones is not a sign 
of d isre sp e c t. 
The funeral serv ice itself, in 
which the congregation p a rtic i­ 
pates, should lie a serv ic e of 
p ra ise and thanksgiving to God, 
lo r gifts ot life, etern al life, 
and 
His 
abiding presence in 
tim e of grief. 
Tlie C hristian funeral is a s e r ­ 
vice ol w orship, a se rv ic e of 
p ra ise and thanksgiving for the 
life in which we have shared , 
for the gift of fellow ship with 
God a fte r death has ended this 
life, and for the abiding p re s­ 
ence of the Holy S pirit, who 
holds us up in tim e of need. 
All attending the funeral join 
in w orship as a response to 
God’s love, and in doing so sup­ 
port those who grieve. 
The casket should be closed 
lie fore the funeral serv ice and 
should not be opened again. Any 


em phasis upon tlie display of 
the bodily rem ain s should be 
discouraged. 
P resen t 
funeral 
p ra c tic e s 
place a g re a t deal of em phasis 
upon the bodily rem a in s. The 
casket is often opened during 


the se rv ic e. It is se t broadside 
to the congregation so that it 
becom es the focal point of at­ 
tention. 
T here 
is a dreadful 
viewing p ro cessio n 
following 
the serv ic e in which those who 
have com e to funeral a re com ­ 
pelled by public p re ssu re to go 
forw ard to view the body. Some 
p erso n s 
even feel 
a social 
obligation to sit with the body 
at the m o rtu ary . 
Such p ra c tic e s have no place 
in 
the C h ristian funeral for 
th ere is little , if any, positive 
value here for the m o u rn ers. 
At m ost, it is a pagan bowing 
down be fore death!!!

not opened again!’: During the 
se rv ic e , it should be placed b e ­ 
fore the chancel step s, facing 
the a lta r, the sy m lo lic center 
of the p resen ce of Je su s C h rist, 
the Holy S p irit. We have not 
com e to pay our la st resp ects 
to the dead. We have come to 
w orship God!!! 
The casket should lie covered 
with an ap p ro priate pall, which 
m a\ be provided by the con­ 
gregation, so that no im portance 
is given to the cost of the casket. 
The 
larg e 
expense of any 
funeral Is the cask et, and too 
often som e funeral d ire c to rs, 
forgetting the real purpose of 
bu rial, ex ert subtle p re ssu re 
upon the fam ily to buy a “ nice” 
casket, that 
is, an expensive 
one. The resu lt is that these 
funeral d ire c to rs make m ore 
m oney, and the casket becom es 
a statu s sym bol. 
Status sym bols have no place 
in the 
C hristian burial s e r ­ 
vice!!! God has no fav o rites in 
life o r death We all a re equal 
l>efore 
God. 
E v e n C hristian 
funeral should, th e re fo re , lie the 
sam e!!! 
This can be accom plished p a r­ 
tially by covering 
the casket 
with a pall. The w ord “ pall” 
may seem stran g e to us, for 
even though we speak freely of 
“ p a llb e a re rs” , we do not know 
what the pall is. The pall is a 
larg e 
cloth 
covering for the 
cask et, usually purple in color, 
though som etim es black. Most 
often it c a rrie s the sym bol of 
the c ro s s o r a m onogram of 
C h rist. 
The pall se rv e s two 
pu rp o ses 
It c o v ers the casket 
with the sym bol of C h rist, in 
the sam e way that a so ld ier’s 
casket is covered with a flag 
of his country. And it rem oves 
the show of expense and “ im ­ 
p o rtan ce” 
from 
the casket, 
thereby Incom ing a visual sym ­ 
bol that “ God has no favorites ”

attend the funeral. 
To c o rre c t these ab u ses, let 
us lim it the use of flow ers to 
those on the a lta r as a symliol 
of the R esu rrectio n of C hrist. 
T hese might be furnished by 
the fam ily as an added e x p re s­ 
sion of th eir faith. 
Any oth er 
flow ers that a re 
sen t can l>e placed in the n a r- 
thex w here they can lie seen 
and yet w here they do not in­ 
te rfe re with the serv ice. 
In place of flow ers, friends

worked out before death, for no 
man can serv e two m aste rs. 
If other se rv ic e s a re held, they 
should be held before the church 
se rv ice , and the P asto r should 
not lie expected to be p resent 
at them o r p articip ate in them . 
No clergym an should receive 
any fee for his m inistering to 
the bereaved. Though m ost P a s­ 
to rs receive paym ent for con­ 
ducting fu n erals, this p ractice 
should be discontinued. To r e ­ 
ceive p a\m en t from those in 
his congregation is to receive 
pay for se rv ic e s he is called to 
ren d er freely to his people. If 
the fam ily is outside his con­ 
gregation, 
he 
should 
serve 
freely to liear w itness that the 
grace of God is free, that the 
b lessin g s, 
p ro m ises, and s e r ­ 
vices of the C hurch cannot be 
bought, and that we stand ready 
to serv e in C h ris t's name sim ­ 
ply because we a re C h rist’s 
serv an ts. 
These suggestions will not l>e 
pleasing to all. Some will object 
liecause 
these 
changes go 
against established custom s of 
our society. But, it is a denial 
of C h rist to preach the R e su r­ 
rection from the pulpit while 
denying it Inactio n s. The C h ris­ 
tian Gospel is to lie lived, not 
talked about, and any p ractice 
which is co n trary to the faith 
m ust lie changed. 
T here will lie objections from 
som e m orticians and flo rists. 
We a re not trying to force these 
people out of business. We are 
sim ply 
asking for a C hristian 
use of th eir serv ices!!! We are 
calling for the cessatio n of huge 
profits often gained through the 
exploitation of grief! 
Some 
will 
object 
to these 
changes liecause they fear they 
a re sim ila r to Roman Catholic 
p ratices. Let us rem em lier that 
Roman C atholics are C h ristian s 
and have every right to C h ris­ 
tian burial. Let us note that 
every 
change 
m entioned 
is 
stric tly P ro testan t in doctrine 
and p ractice and that many of 
them have l>een retained by our 
Episcopalian 
and 
Lutheran 
b ro th ers. Our aim is to c o rre c t 
pagan 
p ractices 
which have 
a rise n p rim arily 
in the

century by returning to C h ris­ 
tian trad itio n s which have been 
our 
heritage 
for over 1900 
years!! 
Finally, som e will object l>e- 
cause they do not understand 
the meaning of these suggested 
changes. They should lie d is­ 
cussed in adult church school 
c la sse s. 
F am ilies should d is ­ 
cuss the problem s of cost, w or­ 
ship se rv ices, m em o rials, and 
arran g em en ts. P asto rs should 
be consulted for help in making 
p reparation for death includes 
m ore than making a will!!!

This can be accom plished p a r­

The word “ pall” 
may seem strange to us. for 
even though we speak freely of 
“ pa 11 b e a r e r s ” , we do not know 
what the pall is. The pall is a

cloth 
covering for the 
casket, usually purple in color, 
though som etim es black.

The 
greater 
prevalence of 
mental health problem s among 
commuter students im plies that 
the need for preventive health 
m easures is greater In the com­ 
muter university than in the 
residential school, Dr. Kysar 
maintained. 
Yet in the comm uter univer­ 
sity, he said, mental health fa­ 
cilities have been largely neg­ 
lected on the assumption that 
if the student is living at home, 
his family will provide jfor his 
health needs and will utilize 
community health serv ices as 
necessary. This is often an er­ 
roneous assum ption, 
partic­ 
ularly in the mental health area, 
he added. 
Dr. Kysar proposed a mental 
health program in the commuter 
school 
which would offer in­ 
dividual and group psychother­ 
apy. Short-term counseling with 
parents also would be advan­ 
tageous, he said. Since there 
are common problem s among 
these students, such as isolat­ 
edness and social inadequacy, 
he added, it is quite possible 
that a better response might 
be obtained through social psy­ 
chiatric methods. He suggested 
a concerted effort to include 
every student in som e growth- 
promoting 
extracurricular 
group which would enhance his 
psychosocial development along 


with his intellectual develop­ 
ment. 
It should be remem bered that 
the comm uter student has m ore 
strengths than his peers who do 
not enter college, Dr. Kysar 
added, 
and 
the potential for 
change and improvement in the 
college group is believed to be 
remarkably high. 
Perhaps nearly half of the 
four m illion students in college 
today attend commuter schools, 
it was pointed out. At the Chi­ 
cago 
school, 
men outnumber 
women three to one, a common 
finding 
in large public com­ 
muter schools. 
Dr. Kysar cautioned that his 
findings do not indicate that 
the entire student population 
of the Chicago school or other 
nonresidential schools is made 
up of students whose mental 
health is im paired or who have 
been exposed to trauma or de­ 
privation. There are not only 
som e 
students 
whose mental 
health may remain unimpaired 
in spite 
of 
stressfu l exper­ 
iences, he said, but also som e 
students whose selection of the 
commuter college is not pri­ 
marily 
motivated 
by patho­ 
logical factors.

Mental problem s appear to be 
greater among “ com m uter col- 
leg e” students than among those 
attending 
residential schools, 
iccording to Dr. JohnE .K ysar, 
Chicago. 
Dr. 
Kvsar 
reported on his 
five years' experience as psy­ 
chiatric consultant at the Chi- 
cago Undergraduate D ivision of 
the University of Illinois in the 
Archives 
of 
General Psy­ 
chiatry, published by the Amer­ 
ican Medb al A ssociation. 
The university branch, located 
in the heart of Chicago, has 
5,000 full-tim e students, 9 9 per 
cent ol whom commute daily 
trom home. 
Although statistical com pari­ 
sons are not possible, Dr. Ky­ 
sar said his experience sug­ 
gests that there is a “ higher 
rate and more severe psycho­ 
pathology in the student popula­ 
tion ol this commuter school as 
compared with most residential 
sch ools” and this may l>e true 
generally at other urban com­ 
muter universities. 
He ittributed the higher rates 
to three large groups in the 
student body— those from un­ 
stable or broken homes; those 
from fam ilies of lower socio­ 
econom ic status, which studies 
indicate ta r r ie s 
a progres­ 
sively larger risk of impaired 
mental health during adulthood; 
and those who have “ individual 


pathology” related to their se­ 
lection of the commuter school. 
While there is no doubt that 
students from low -lncom e fam­ 
ilies enter the commuter school 
largely 
because 
of financial 
lim itations, Dr. Kysar 
said, 
there a re a surprising number 
whose fam ilies have sufficient 
means to help them to go to 
a residential school. 
Among these 
com m uter-by- 
choice students, he found that 
feelings of inadequacy, over­ 
control of im pulses, isolated- 
ne.ss, indecision, social-sexu al 
maladjustment, and dependency 
and conformity to parent’s ex­ 
pectations 
were 
prominent 
cha ractoristics. 
According to som e studies, Dr. 
Kysar pointed out, vulnerability 
to mental disorder results from 
damaging events in childhood 
or early 
adulthood, 
such as 
separation 
from a parent by 
divorce, death, or illn ess; and 
unstable 
family 
situation 
in 
which one or both parents may 
be alcoholic, crim inal, mentally 
ill, or in marital disharmony; 
and crossing from one social 
or cultural setting to another 
markedly different one produc­ 
ing “ cultural shock.” 
These factors were seen more

commuter 
students than among residential 
students, the Chicago psychia­ 
trist said.
